aot occur until 9 :10 o ’clock, but 
w hen it became generally known 
this m orning ex pressions of sorrow 
w ere heard on ev ery hand, and the 
alm ost univ ersal ex pression was,

T hanksgiv ing day D r. and Mrs. 
E v ans 
were 
the guests of their 
daughter, Mrs. W m . M . W illiam s, 
in B oonv ille. 
They returned Fri 
day , at 
w hich 
tim e the doctor 
com plained of 
not 
being 
w ell. 
H e continued to grow worse, but 
not until M onday did his fam ily 
becom e really alarmed. 
D r, W . H . Ev ans was then called 
and did not attem pt to disguise the 
fact that his brother was critically 
ill, and on the 
phy sician’s state­ 
m ent 
the 
D e m o c r a t 
made an­ 
nouncem ent 
W ednesday to 
that 
effect. 
Thursday , how ev er, there was a 
m arked im prov em ent in the doc­ 
tor’s condition, as the D e m o c r a t 
learned from 
a member of the 
fam ily , and it 
was so stated in 
these colum ns last afternoon, hence 
the surprise on the part of the pub­ 
lic today w hen it w as learned that 
death had claim ed him during the 
n igh t. 


H e was conscious to the last, 
and realized that the end was near, 
but was perfectly reconciled, his 
only regret being that one of his 
children, Thom as, an engineer at 
Las V egas, N .

N o better citizen in all that the 
term im plies liv ed in Sedalia than 
Dr. E . C. Ev ans, and to the w idow 
and children 
the D e m o c r a t ex ­ 
tends its sy m pathy . 
The Pettis County H istory con­ 
tains the 
follow ing biographical 
sketch of the deceased : 


Dr. E dw in C. Ev ans was born 
in W ashington, 
D . C ., October 
2 9 th, 
18 28 . 
H is 
father. 
Dr. 
Thom as Ev ans, was also a nativ e 
of W ashington, and was one of the 
early phy sicians of M issouri, hav ­ 
ing located in the eastern part of 
P ettis county in 18 33, where he 
practiced 
kis profession until his 
death in 18 7 4, at the age of 7 0. 
E dw in C. Ev ans receiv ed a fair 
education, and at the age of 20 he 
com m enced the study of m edicine. 
H e graduated from the St. Louis 
M edical college in the spring of 
18 5 4, and on the 6 th day of J une 
of the same y ear he was married to 
Miss Elizabeth J oplia. 
H e began practicing in Otter- 
v ille soon 
afterward, 
m aking a 
specialty of diseases of tke ey e and 
ear. 
O f these diseases he has had 
a w ide ex perience, hav ing taken a 
special course of lectures in this 
study at J efferson M edical college. 
Philadelphia, in 18 5 7 -5 S and re­ 
ceiv ing the ad eundem degree. 
In 
addition to this D r. Ev ans gradu­ 
ated in 18 6 5 at 
the 
O phthalm ic 
college. N ew Y ork, taking a w ide 
course of study and hav ing some 
v aluable ex perience 
in the 
hos­ 
pitals. 
In 1873 he formed a partnership 
w ith his brother,-W . H . Ev ans, 
and 
m ov ed to 
Sedalia that 
he 
m ight hav e a broader field for his 
practice as an oculist. 
In 18 8 0 Dr. Ev ans was elected 
may or of Sedalia on the 
dem o­ 
cratic ticket. 
H e at first respect­ 
fully declined, and afterward pos­ 
itiv ely refused to accept the nom i­ 
nation, but it w as forced upon 
him, and he was elected by a large 
m ajority , although the republicans 
had held the office for tw o y ears 
prev ious. 
H e serv ed the people 
w ell m that capacity .
